Our  mission  is  so  high  in  priority;  money  is 
never  a  problem;  complete  cooperation  is  always  assured  from  all  governmental, 
private  and  volunteer  agencies.     Or  is  it? 

COMPLETE  PUBLIC  ACCEPTANCE  OF  OUR  WORK?     If  we  do  planning  for  survival   in  the 
event  of  a  nuclear  holocaust,  we're  promoting  nuclear  war;  if  we  help  with  flood 
plain  management,  we're  anti -development;  if  we  caution  against  potential  hazardous 
material  incidents,  we're  anti -business  and  environmentalists;  and  so  on  and  so  on.

IT'S  THE  LAW 

During  a  recent  meeting  of  the  MDESA  held  at  the  State  Office,  the  question  of 
who  is  legally  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  Search  and  Rescue  was  raised.     The 
following  was  taken  from  the  Montana  Codes  Annotated,  1981. 

"7-32-235.     Search  &  Rescue  Units  under  control  of  county  sheriff.     Except 
in  time  of  martial  rule  as  provided  in  10-1-106,  search  and  rescue  units 
and  their  officers  are  under  the  operational  control  and  supervision  of  the 
county  sheriff  having  jurisdiction." 

"7-32-2121.     Duties  of  Sheriff.     The  sheriff  must: 

(11)     take  charge  of  and  supervise  search  and  rescue  units  and  their 

officers  whenever  search  and  rescue  units  are  called  into  service:"

The  status  of  Missoula  County  has  been  changed  from  host  area  to  risk  area  after 
discussions  between  Federal,  State  and  local  officials.     It  will  be  necessary  to 
reallocate  a  portion  of  Cascade  County's   "risk"  residents  to  new  host  areas.     Planning 
emphasis  will   continue  in  the  counterforce  counties  for  the  remainder  of  FY  82. 

Also,  the  Missoula  City  Council  voted  on  a  resolution  to  refuse  to  "participate 
in  Crisis  Relocation  and  other  nuclear  war  civil  defense  efforts".     It  passed. 
However,  the  Mayor  of  Missoula  later  vetoed  the  resolution  and  the  veto  was  upheld 
by  council  members. 

Crisis  Relocation  Host  Plans  will  be  exercised  in  Valley  and  Flathead  Counties 
during  the  fourth  quarter  of  Federal   FY  82.

FLOOD  OF  1981 

One  of  the  disaster  programs  implemented  for  the  flooding  last  spring  was  the 
Individual  and  Family  Grant  Program  (IFG),  which  was  administered  by  DES.     There  were 
a  total  of  889  applicants;  486  applications  were  approved,  374  disapproved  and  29 
withdrawn.     The  original  estimate  for  IFG  was  $500,000.00,  and  after  a  claim  was 
processed,  the  actual  expenditures  amounted  to  $525,384.00.     The  average  grant  was 
$1,081.00. 

The  IFG  Program  is  75%  Federal  and  25%  State  funded  and  may  provide  grants  of 
up  to  $5,000.00  to  individuals  and  families  for  "serious  needs"  or  "necessary 
expenses"  not  met  by  other  available  disaster  assistance  programs  such  as  American 
Red  Cross  (ARC),  Small  Business  Administration  (SBA),  Temporary  Housing,  etc.     The 
most  important  statistic  on  the  program  is  that  486  applicants  received  a  grant. 
Roughly  half  of  the  374  IFG  applicants  who  did  not  receive  grants,  received  some 
assistance  from  one  of  the  other  programs,  which  met  their  needs.     Most  of  the 
balance  were  ineligible  for  a  grant  because  they  failed  to  complete  an  application 
with  SBA,  which,  in  most  cases,  is  a  prerequisite  for  IFG  assistance. 

While  the  various  individual  assistance  programs  seldom  restore  the  disaster 
victim  to  a  pre-disaster  condition,  the  IFG  Program  can  be  a  significant  element 
in  putting  together  a  Federal/State  assistance  package  for  the  individual  disaster 
victim.
